Tlie Sierra Madre City 
Schooi District should insti¬ 
tute action necessary to an¬ 
nex with the Pasadena City 
School District, according to 
Dr. Irving Melbo, dean of the 
School of Education at the 
University of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. 

Dr. Melbo and his staff 
have been working for sev¬ 
eral months on a survey of 
the district at the reque.st of 
the Sierra Madre Board of 
Trustees. He made a report 
of the results as a meeting 
Monday night in the City 
School Service Center, in a 
discussion of the survey, 
“Factors in District Organi¬ 
zation," and recommended 
the annexation with Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The four po.ssibilities listed 
in the survey are unification 
of Sierra Madre School Dis¬ 
trict by itself, annexation to 
the Pasadena Elementary 
School District, annexation 
to some other neighboring 
school district, and continu¬ 
ation of the present organi¬ 
zation pattern. 

THE PURPOSE of the study 
was to deal with these four 
factors in determining the 
best possible course for the 
Sierra Madre School System. 

In considering unification 
of Sierra Madre School Dis¬ 
trict by itself, the survey 
round that potential pupil 
enrollment is too small and 
providing plant facilities 
would be too expensive. 

On the question of annex¬ 
ation to an adjoining dis¬ 
trict other than Pasadena, 
the survey pointed out that 
this solution is not practical 
since the district would have 
to continue to make pay¬ 
ments to reduce bonded in¬ 
debtedness for buildings al¬ 
ready built in Pasadena as 
well as help build addition¬ 
al buildings in the district of 
the proposed annexation. 
Furthermore, the staff point¬ 
ed out that existing Pasade-

A bakery delivery truck 
plunging into a parking lot 
at high speed at the Sears, 
Roebuck store, crashed 
broadside into a parked sta¬ 
tion wagon containing Henry 
B. Nuetzel of 700 Acacia, 
Sierra Madre, inflicting ser¬ 
ious injuries which hospital¬ 
ized him at St. Luke’s where 
more than 100 stitches were 
I'cces.sary to clo.se wounds in 
tire victim’s forehead and 
head. Mr. Nuetzel estimates 
the truck must have been 
traveling at .some 65 miles 
an hour. 

The station wagon was 
practically destroyed by the 
terrific impact when, insur¬ 
ance officials report, the In- 
ter.state Bakeries Corp. truck 
driven by Frank M. Barry, 
smashed into the vehicle in 
which Mr, Nuetzel was sit¬ 
ting, Fortunately, there was 
no one else in the stat’on 
wagon. 

THE TRUCK struck the 
station wagon on the rear 
loft fender, throwing the ve¬ 
hicle against a cement light¬ 
ing .standard. The truck dri¬ 
ver was not injured. 

Mr. Nuetzel, long a pro¬ 
minent Sierra Madre resi¬ 
dent and a former city coun¬ 
cilman, was not thrown from 
the vehicle. As he describes 
it, his head was plunged for¬ 
ward by the impact, and 
struck some part of the car, 
inflicting the multiple cuts 
on his forehead and head. 
Almost miraculously, he es¬ 
caped concussions or frac¬ 
tures of the skull. 

Mr. Nuetzel, hurried to the 
hospital in an ambulance, 
was again fortunate in that 
a Pasadena plastic surgeon. 
Dr. Martin D. Hatcli, was 
present, and with the victim 
on the operating table for 
two and one-half hours, 
stitched up the V-shaped 
cuts in the forehead and 
head. 

MR. NUETZEL was releas¬ 
ed from St. Luke’s that night, 
but subsequently an infec¬ 
tion developed and he was 
forced to spend four more 
days in the hospital. 

He quotes the truck driver 
as saying that he never saw 
the station wagon before the 
crash.

If the Sierra Madre system 
should continue the present 
organizational pattern, It 
would be placed at a disad¬ 
vantage if unification in Pa¬ 
sadena is finally accom¬ 
plished. Disadvantages 
would include loss of greater 
flexibility in the use of tax 
and bond revenues and fur¬ 
ther disadvantages in view 
of the fact that Pasadena 
and La Canada apparently 
are moving toward unifica¬ 
tion either together or sep¬ 
arately. 

IN CONSIDERING the plan 
to annex with the Pasadena 
Elementary School District, 
the staff found this the most 
desirable solution to the dis¬ 
trict’s long range financial 
problem. They found that 
immediate annexation is a 
much simpler process than 
unification with the Pasade¬ 
na District. It also was 
pointed out that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre residents would have an 
opportunity to vote on the 
proposed annexation.
